Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney argued that "inferring organization information 
for the media object based upon information obtained from each of the stored media objects that are related to the 
media object" in claim 1 , is not taught in the Bhandari reference. Examiner respectfully disagreed noting that if the 
applicant would elaborate on "inferring organization information" as it applies to in the specification on pages 18-23, 
which is an algorithm as oposed to the prior arts query then the applicant would over come the rejection.Applicant's 
attorney argued that the Bhandari reference does not teach "media object based upon information obtained from each 
of the stored media objects". Examiner argued that as the claim is written the Bhandari reference does in fact teach 
"inferring organization information for the media object based upon information obtained from each of the stored media 
objects" because the Bhandari reference teaches querying the frame based upon the query database therefore 
organizing the frames, based on the query. Applicant's attorney asked if in claim 10, the "date book" was read on the 
digital camera in Loui et al. '99. Examiner does refer to the digital camera of Loui et al. '99 as to the "date book" 
because the images of Loui et al. '99 are clusered into an album by comparing "capture time", therefore the camera 
with all the images on serves as a "date book". 
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
